The 
bill gave birth to the system of •'wild- 
cat" banks. In le« Mr. Felcli was ap- 
pointed one of the bank commissioners 
and held the position a year, during 
which time he fearlessly cipos«-d 
many frauds and had many lanklng 
Institutions elos<rd- In 1SIJ ha was ap- 
pointed auditor general, but M?rvcd 
only a few weeks bcin; then appointed 
one of the Justices of th; supreme coart 
to fill a vacancy canwJ by the reslg-aa- 
tion of Justice Fletcher.
